TO BE FAIR TODAY 


The mercury did a sudden brodie to 
lower temperatures Tuesday afternoon 
when a thunder shower drenched the 
streets of the city.

On Disposal Plant 


To consider the urgent need of money 


for repairs at the Peachtree creek dis- 
posal plant, as outlined to the finance 
committee of council last week durin 

an inspection of the three disposa 
plants of the city by C. C. Honmon, 
chemist in charge, the finance com- 
mittee will meet at 11 o'clock Thursday 
morning. 

Alderman Steve R. Johnston is in 
favor giving the department of con- 
struction $2,000 at once for the neces- 
sary repairs at the Peachtree creek 
— as recommended by Mr. Honmon. 

his amount will route 5,000,000 gal- 
lons of sewage that is not fully treated 
by the plant in another course than 
underneath the filtration beds to 
Peachtree creek, At present this 
6,000,000 gallons of half -treated sew- 
age is routed underneath the filtration 
beds, which give complete treatment 
to the other 5,000,000 gallons treated 
by the plant, and is at present under- 
mining the concrete foundations of the 
filtration beds. The chemist pointed 
out that unless another path for this 
half-treateqd sewage was found, that 
thousands of dollars of damage was 
likely to be done to the expensive fil- 
tration beds at any moment. 

Other improvements recommended, 
such as relocating the sand traps for 
each plant’s trunk eewer nearer the 
city by three miles, which would cost 
$20,000, will be discussed by the com- 
mittee. It is hardly probable that 
money will be found for this work un- 
til January.

OUR BACK-HAULING SENATORS 


If there ever was a time in history when 
the people's representatives in congress 
should stand steadfastly behind the presi- 
dent, who is the chosen leader of all the 
people, in our greatest national crisis and 
the world’s greatest war, that time is now. 

The Georgia members of the house of 
representatives are doing their full duty in 
this respect, and for this they are entitled 
to the thanks of the people of the state. 

Unfortunately and unhappily, the two 
Georgia senators have assumed, and up 
to this time maintained, an attitude indicat- 
ing that they propose to move along inde- 
pendent lines. 

Along with a handful of recalcitrant sen- 
@tors they appear to be cooperating in the 
@ffort to stall action upon the food-control 
bill, the sole purpose of which is to pro 
tect the masses of the American people 
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7 ’ ‘against the mercenary efforts of a coterie 
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of gougers and money-grabbers the coun- 
try over who are using the war as a pre- 
text under which to levy tribute upon the 
consumers of the country. 

The Constitution has until now refrained 
from commenting upon the attitude of the 
Georgia senators specifically, in the hope 
that they would see the error of their way, 
and that they would not continye in their 
hostility toward the membership of the 
Georgia delegation in the house, and to the 
administration. 

So pronounced has this attitude of an- 
tagonism been that even the newspapers of 
the state, which have heretofore supported 
the Georgia senators in all matters, have 
drawn the line in this instance, and, so far 
as we know, there is not a single Georgia 
mewspaper which stands ready to defend 
their present course.

erty that must be preserved. | 

In the first place, it was a gift to At 
lanta, costing not a cent save for the con- 
struction of the cheap building in which it 
is housed. It is a remarkable work of art, 
depicting, in startling vividness and in accu- 
rate historic detail, the battle that was 
fought in part upon the very ground where 
it stands; and it grows in value every year. 
It is a civic asset, costing nothing, and from 
which the city derives a handsome revenue 
each year from admission fees. 

The building housing the cyclorama—an 
old wooden shack—is about to go to pieces. 
On that account the city two years ago pro- 
cured from the legislature permission to 
amend the charter whereby to legalize the 
financing of an adequate and fireproof 
shelter for it. Under that act the city must 
set aside $10,000 each year for ten years, 
with which to pay for such building; 
which aggregate amount at the end of ten 
years will in large part have been earned by 
the cyclorama itself. 

From the standpoint of sentiment— 
without which there is little else worth 
while in life—as well as because of its his- 
torical value, the cyclorama is more than 
worth preserving and safeguarding against 
fire. This has nothing to do with the pecu- 
niary worth of the painting itself, nor with 
its value as an actugl revenue producer. 

This unique work stands there day after 
day in jeopardy, with only luck and the 
grace of God between it and destruction. 
And once destroyed it never in the world 
could be duplicated, because most of the 
leading characters portrayed on the canvas 
have passed into the beyond and the battle 
terrain has been altered in large part to 
meet the encroaching demands of the fast- 
expanding city. 

Now for the city to balk and demur on 
account of the measly pittance of $10,000 
u too preposterous even to think about. 


THE DEATH OF JAMES R. GRAY 


The untimely death of James R. Gray, 
editor and publisher of The Atlanta Journal, 
has shocked the whole community. 

Death in any form, and at any time, is 
bad enough, but when it comes, as in this 
instance, to a man in the prime of life, 
in the midst of the period of his greatest 
usefulness and with so much for which to 


‘live, it is even more than ordinarily de- 


plorable. And especially is it so when it 
comes upon a Man unawares and cuts him 
down without warning, as it did Mr. Gray. 

Mr. Gray had long been a useful citizen. 
He had taken a prominent part in all civic 
enterprises, city and state, having led in 
many. 

He was a man of forceful character, 
with an unusually wide circle of friends, 
and his many strong qualities of head and 
heart, with his genial personality, gave him 
a very strong hold upon the esteem of his 
fellow citizens. 

The passing of such a man is a sad loss 
to the community, and The Constitution 
joins in the general expression of sorrow 
with which the news is received. 


PITY FOR THE CIVILIAN. 


Writing to his “home paper,” a soldier at 
the fighting front summarizes his attitude 
toward the war, and toward those who are 
engaged in it and those who are not, in 
this pithy paragraph: 


Never have I regretted doing what I 
am doing, nor would lat this moment be 
anywhere else than where I am. I pity 
the poor civilians who shall never have 
seen or known the things that we have 
seen and known. Great as are the pleas- 
ures that they are continuing to enjoy 
and that we have renounced, the sense of 
being the instrument of destiny is to me 
a source of greater satisfaction.“ 


His is the spirit which will win the 
war; and the men who share it and who 
emulate the conduct of this brave fellow, will 
when the war is over, be richer than all the 
world beside. 

We are prone to look only at the sordid, 
disagreeable side of the soldier’s part in 
warfare. We think of the hardships, the 
risks of wounds and death that a volunteer 
soldier assumes; but these are as nothing 
in the light of the wonderful inheritance 
that will be his when the struggle ends in 
the liberation of humanity from autocratic 
power. 

And it is gratifying to note the expres- 
sion of one who has “reduced to writing” 
his consciousness of his position, and who 
actually pities the civilian who can never 
enjoy the satisfaction he feels in being a 
unit in the forces that are to rescue hu- 
manity. 

Doubtless there are many thousands of 
men under arms who feel about it precisely 
as this man feels. And how such men can 
fight!

And we 
can stand many of the same kind of “fail- 
ures.”

Judge Broyles and W. C. T. U. 
Appeal to Legislators to 
Raise Age of Consent 


Editor Constitution: In a recent commu- 
nication Mrs. L. A. Dillard, of Oxford, Ga., 
president of the Georgia Woman’s Temper- 
ance Union, called my attention to a fact 
which is an everlasting disgrace to our state 
and an indelible stain upon our boasted civ- 
ilization. The fact is that in Georgia the 
“age of consent” is ten years! 

Do the fathers and mothers of Georgia 
realize what that means? It means, dear sirs 
and madams, that your baby girl, if of the 
mature (7) age of ten years, may consent 
to be ruined and degraded, body and soul, 
by some smiling, tempting, magnetic, lecher- 
ous devil in human form who may be old 
enough to be her father, grandfather, or even 
great-grandfather, and who, because of that 
very discrepancy in age, may be enabled to 
ingratiate himself into her confidence ana 
immocent affections, without her suspecting 
any sinister designs on his part until it is 
too late. And then, when the heavy hand of 
the law should be laid with its full force 
upon the monster who has wilfully defiled 
the sweetest, purest thing God ever made—a 
baby girl—that same law says, in effect, to 
the heartbroken father and mother: “I am 
sorry for you and your little girl. I know 
that this man of mature age and experience 
has designedly, cruelly and devilishly taken 
advantage of her tender years, her inexperi- 
ence and her innocent affections. I know 
also that ‘nanging is too good’ for such a 
consummate scoundrel—that a millstone 


should be fastened about his neck and that 
he should be cast into the deepest sea—not 
only as a punishment for his own great crime, 
but for the purpose of deterring other such 
monsters from committing similar ones. But, 
my good people, while all this is true, as your

WOMEN OF GEORGIA ORGANIZE 


FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE WORK 


The Georgia committee of the woman’s 
board of the Council 6f National Defense was 
organized at the home of Mrs. Samuel P. In- 
man, in a session lasting six hours yesterday. 

Acting upon authority invested by con- 
gress, the Council of National Defense on 
April 25 appointed a committee of women to 
head the Woman's Committee of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense,” whose duty is to co- 
ordinate and correlate all the organizations 
of women which are interested in patriotic 
work; to direct the work of these organiza- 
tions into channels that will be most helpful 
to the government, and to be the means of 
conveying to the women thus engaged all the 
information and valuable data which the gov- 
ernment accumulates, as well as to keep 
them in close touch with the immediate neces- 
sities of the defense preparation. 

It is planned by the Georgia committee 
to heartily support any and all measures of 
food conservation applicable to local condi- 
tions. Resolutions were adopted at the mes 
ing yesterday asking the governor to recom- 
mend to the state legislature that a part of 
all funds appropriated by it for state defense 
work be turned over to the women’s com- 
mittee, and that a similar request be made 
direct to the general assembly. 

Officers Elected. : 

Officers of the Georgia division were elect- 
ed yesterday as follows:

The session lasted six hours, and forty- 
five of the representative women of Georgia, 
representing every element among women 
workers for national defense, participated. 

The meeting was called by Mrs. Samuel 
M. Inman, temporary chairman for Georgia, 
appointed by the woman’s board of the Coun- 
cil for National Defense, of which Rev. Anna 
H. Shaw is chairman. 

At the meeting were presidents of the 
women’s state organizations of Georgia doing 
defense work and individual women repre- 
senting the work of womén in groups, but 
not necessarily in organizations. 


Mrs. Inman’s Statement. 


The meeting was in the nature of an ex- 
ecutive session, but Mrs. Inman gave out a 
report for publication explaining the pur- 
poses of the organization, and tue personnel 
of the Georgia committee. This committee 
formally organized into the Georgia wom- 
an’s division yesterday, and it includes the

Work Planned. 


Mrs. Inman stated at the opening of the 
meeting that this Council of National De-

fense was authorized by congress to create | 


an advisory committee to assist it in its work 
and to employ experts to conduct investiga- 
tions and create committees and other sub- 
ordinate bodies to aid in carrying out its 
plans. Acting under this authority, the 
Council of National Defense, on April 25, ap- 
pointed a committee of women whose legal 
title is the Women's Committee of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense,“ and whose duty it 18 
to co-ordinate and correlate all the organi- 
zations of women which are interested in 
patriotic work to do away, as far as possible, 
with the duplication and overlapping of this 
work; to guide it into the channels that will 
be most helpful to the government, and to 
be the means of conveying to the women thus 
engaged all of the information and valuable 
data which the government accumulated, as 
well as to keep them in close touch with the 
a ediate necessities of the defense prepa- 
on. 

Mrs. Inman further stated that the next 
step in the work of the state committee 
would be the appointment of temporary 
chairmen in towns and villages who will in 
turn call together the heads of all local 
bodies of women for similar co-ordination 
of war defense work.

. Initiative Work. 


The first action of the Georgia committee 
after its assembly yesterday was to pass 
unanimously the following motion: 

“That the Woman’s Committee of Council 
of National Defense, Georgia division, pledges 
hearty support to any measure of food con- 
servation applicable to local conditions, and 
affirms the readiness of the women of the 
entire state to co-operate in any measure 
for eyitending the propaganda of food cou- 
servation.” 

Other motions passed were: 

„Moved, that his honor, the governor, who 
heads the Georgia division, Council of Na- 
tional Defense, be asked to recommend to 
the general assembly that a part of any fund 
appropriated by it for state defense work 
be apportioned to the work of the woman’s 
committee. That a similar request be made 
direct to the general assembly. 

‘Moved, that the executive committee com- 
municate this message of organization for 
defense purposes to the heads of state organ- 
izations of colored women and suggest that 
they also combine to receive instructions and 
suggestions for work from the woman’s com- 
mittee in Washington. That we assure them 
of any aid they may desire from our state 


x.” 


committee in furtherance of such work. 
Mrs. Black’s Motion. 


After the formal organization of the Geor- 
gia division, the first motion passed, this in- 
troduced by Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, was: 

“Whereas, Sunday, July 1, has been desig- 
nated ‘Patriotic Sunday,’ when special serv- 
ices are to be held and prayers offered for 
the safety and preservation of our soldiers 
and sailors and for our nation’s welfare gen- 
erally; be it 

“Resolved, That we heartily commend this 
association and do hereby call upon every 
woman in Georgia to attend the church serv- 
ices on July 1 th her family and to ask 
her friends to do the same.” 

On motion of Mrs. Dillard the Georgia 
division Woman’s Committee National Defense 
pledged itself to work for a bill to be pre- 
sented to the forthcoming general assembly, 
which prays that the age of consent in 
Georgia be raised from ten to sixteen years.

PEACHTREE PAVING 
NOT TO BE TORN UP 
TO LAY CAMP MAIN 


“Peachtree road’s new pavement is not 
going to be torn up in order to lay the big 
16-inch water main to Silver Lake canton- 
ment camp site.“ 

This statement was made by W. Zode 
Smith, superintendent of waterworks, Tues- 
day. 

“The main will run along the railroad 
tracks from the Hemphill avenue station to 
Peachtree road, coming in at the Brookwood 
bridge,” he said. “From the Brookwood 
bridge out Peachtree road to Silver Lake the 
main will be laid underneath the sidewalk, 
and the pavement of Peachtree road will be 
touched in only a few spots. The new pave- 
ment just laid down by the city from the 
bridge to the city limits will not be cut into 
at all.” 

Superintendent Smith stated that the city 
would not be required to erect any pumps to 
re-pump the water at the Silver Lake can- 
tonment site. The city is required by the 
government to supply water at no higher 
pressure than zero pressure. The superin- 
tendent stated that there will be considera- 
ble flow to the water when it arrives at Sil- 
ver Lake, but that the government will erect 
pumps on its own accord to re-pump the wa- 
ter, and give a larger pressure than could 
be furnished by the city’s pumps after the 
water has traveled the ten miles’ distance 
from the Hemphill avenue pumping station to 
Silver Lake. 

Major J. N. Pease, government officer in 
charge of the construction work at Silver 
Lake, stated that the kind of pumps to be 
used at Silver Lake had not yet been speci- 
fied by the government.

CONSERVATION OF THE STAFF OF LIF. 

In this column the modern substitute for 
the staff of life has been termed an anemic, 
insipid, sorry-looking failure. The refined 
white flour which goes into the present-day 
loaf is robbed of much of its nutritive value, 
most of its blood-tonic or blood- building 
chemical elements, and practically all of its 
natural aids to digestion. Therefore the 
people who depend upon bread as a staple 
of the diet are anemic, dyspeptia consti- 
pated, and much given to indulging in cure- 
alls which never cure anything. 

In England at the present time the law 
requires that millers shall itilize at least 


75 per cent of the wheat in the flour, lea 
only about a quarter of the food value of the 


wheat kernel for the cattle and chickens. 

In America about 65 per cent of the wheat 
is utilized, and we turn over the rest of the 
food value to our domestic animals.

Brewers, resisting the present propaganda 


to prevent the wastage of grain in beer- 
making, declare that no wheat was used in 
the United States last year, according to the 
internal revenue department, for the making 
of beer, but that barley and corn were the 
grains used. They assert that only about % 
of 1 per cent of the grain production of the 
country goes for brewing purposes. 

If the brewers or anybody else were to 


appropriate 10 per cent of the food value of 
wheat for their own needs, we should cer- 
tainly feel that it might have an influence 
upon the high cost of wheat flour. But we 
continue using refined white flour, just as a 
matter of custom, although we now at 
least 10 per cent of the food value of the 
wheat is missing from the product we buy 
so dearly. 

The remedy for this is to demand less re- 
fined flour. he great mills of the country 
are willing and eager to meet such a demand 
just as soon as it is made positive — — 

Conservation of food value and reduction 
of the price of flour are only minor consid- 
erations, however. By returning to a flour 
more akin to that used by our great grand- 
mothers we get back to something that really 
resembles a staff of life. We ge! somethin 
which the blood requires. We find the br 
more digestible. e discover that we can 
exist comfortably without the daily, harmful 
dose of physic. 

Don’t use refined white flour if you wish 
to keep well long.

In a report to the governor Commis- 
sioner J. J. Brown shows that, under 
the present system of fertilizer inspec- 
tion, it cost the state an average of 
$12.24 per sample to draw 9,643 sam- 
Ples during the calendar year of 1916, 
some of the inspectors actually received 
substantial sums of money from the 
state without making a single inspec- 
tion, 

In view of this condition, Commis- 
sioner Brown will ask this session of 
the legislature to change the present 
system of inspectors. He is going to 
ask that instead of the 40 ehort-term 
places and six long-term places, the six 
places be left in the discretion of the 
commissioner of agriculture as to ten- 
ure. The purpose of this, Mr. Brown 
claims, is that there is no need for 
continuing the six men in office all the 
time, but that the commissioner can, 
by exercise of his discretion, use them 
at such time as they may be needed 
for inspection work and drawing sam- 
ples and, at the same time, that when 
there is demand for the men in other 
work of the same branch of the de- 
partment they may be used. 

The audit of the fertilizer depart- 
ment contained in the report shows 
that in a number of instances, salaries 
and expenses were drawn by fertilizer 
inspectors by whom not one sample 
was turned in to the department for 
testing.

PLAN TO PAY LANDRUM 
FROM OTHER SALARIES 


Board Would Take Money 
From Playground Directors 
and School Janitors.

A plan to pay Professor L. M. Lan- 
drum's salary of $2,000 out of the sal- 
aries of playground directors and 
school janitors is now being champion- 
ed by the board of education, and will 
be submitted to council, probably, at 
its next meeting. 

The salaries of playground directors 
and their assistants totals about $10,- 
000, and those of janitors about §$25,- 
000. While the playgrounds are un- 
der the supervision of the park depart- 
ment, salaries of playground directors 
are paid by the school department. 

The board of education will meet at 
3 o’clock Thursday afternoon to map 
out a plan to save Professor Landrum’s 
proposed position of business manager 
of the school department, the alaer- 
manic board having refused to create 
the new position. 

By taking the $2,000 proposed for 
Professor Landrum’s salary out of the 
Sajaries of playground directors and 
school janitors the board hopes to 
abate the fury of the aldermanic board 
aroused over the idea of creating a 
new city position when the city is in 
stringent financial conditions. They 
hope to point out that there will be 
no increased demand on the city’s 
treasury to pay Professor Landrum’s 
salary as business manager, but mere- 
ly a transfer of funds. 

Those aldermen who voted against 
creatin a new city position for the 
school Jenartment have not yet relent- 
ed in their position. They claim that 
Professor Landrum was an efficient 
superintendent of schools and should 
never have been “footballed around by 
the board of education as he has been 
done, as they claim he was. 

The board of education Thursday will 
also re-elect the school teachers for 
next season. The teachers were re- 
cently nominated with the exception 
of new ones and those who had not 


made up deficiencies. ,examina- 
tions. Besides eli a. teachers 
the board wil also assign them to their 


schools. 


Judge Calls Special 
Court for Third Trial 
Of Dr. C. K. Chapman 


Americus, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)— 
Judge Z. A. Littlejohn this afternoon 
signed an order calling a special term 
of the euperior court for Monday, July 
2, to try Dr. Charles K. Chapman who, 
with five co-defendants, is charged 
with the murder of Walter H. Wade, of 
Leslie, on the night of August 17, 1916.
